France wa* balked today In her 
battle for coal— in which she threw 
100.000 men and a billion franca in­ 
to the Ruhr— when French miners 
approved a general strike to start 
tomorrow morning, and many left 
the pits. 
The strike and simultaneous walk 
out by Belgian miners was stated lo 
have no connection with the Buhr 
situation, but Germany took heart 
at the occurence. 
German leaders pointed out that 
France during her months occupa­ 
tion of the Ruhr has secured about 
two per cent of what coal she would 
have received had she stayed away. 
M. LeTroquer, began his appeal 
for British cooperation before Bonar 
Law and Lords Curzon and Derby at 
Downing street. 
The French minis­ 
ter asked Britain to let fuel trains, 
troop manned, pass through Cologne. 
The French government hopes to 
confine the coal strike to the Loire 
valley since all miners associations 
are not going out, and it was an­ 
nounced today that coal trains were 
moving from Ruhr pits to France, 
Belgium, 
Switzerland, 
Italy 
and 
Holland. 
The Ruhr was still on edge for an 
outbreak; a French officer was re­ 
ported to have been 
beaten 
by 
a 
German crowd although 
one 
dis­ 
patch had tile incident occuring at 
Gelsenkirchen while another placed 
it at Bochum. 
The town of Gelsenkirchen would 
not pay the hundred million marks 
fine imposed upon it for the wound­ 
ing of two French officers and its of­ 
ficials seek to arbitrate the matter 
with General DeGoutte.

Strike Over Wages 
Baris, Feb. 15— French and Bel­ 
gian miners quit work by thousands 
today in a strike over wages. 
While the general strike declar­ 
ed by the French miners federation 
does not start officially until tomor­ 
row morning, workers at many pits 
stopped as soon as word of the plan 
reached them. 
Several thousand Belgian work­ 
ers walked out at Cuesmes In con­ 
nection with a nation-wide demand 
for a 25 per cent increase in wages. 
The national counsel of the Fed­ 
erated Miners of France has thus far 
refrained from Joining the strike in 
this country. 
This is welcomed by 
operators as a favorable sign, but 
L'Eclair admits a majority

miners in the Loire valley will walk 
out tomorrow.

Washington, Feb. 15— Threats by 
certain members of congress to de­ 
feat the army bill unless President 
Harding disavowed his intentions of 
curtailing expenditures,

ministration changing its attitude. 
The President had let it be known 
that of the $56,000,000 the bill pro­ 
vides for rivers and 
harbors 
only 
$27,000,000— the amount fixed 
by 
the budget bureau— should be spent. 
Then congressmen who wanted to 
spend the full amount, announced 
they would filibuster against the bill 
unless the President agreed not to 
interfere with the expenditures. Such 
a filibuster would kill the bill and 
leave the war department without 
funds.

T h e r e are those* who want Minnesota to return to the bar­ 
barism of capital punishment. 
They thirst for human blood after 
the divinely repealed law of "an eye for an eye.” We believe that 
the sentiment of the state rejects this proposal, and that the leg* 
islature will truly reflect this sentiment in defeating the measures 
proposed to that end. 
It may tie interest in f to cite a single case which will show 
what injustice the application of the death penalty may do. 
There is in the Minnesota penitentiary a yourn? man, less than 
thirty, who is serving a life sentence for (Burrier in the first degree. 
That is the degree for which hanging used to be the punishment. 
If Minnesota had had capital punishment when he was sentenced, 
doubtless he would have been hanged. Let us study his case briefly. 
The young man's mother died when he was nine years old, 
leaving him with a father who was no help lf) him, being too busy 
with drink. 
The father has since died also. 
Because of this lack 
of proper care, the boy was sent to the reform school at a very 
tender age. 
Ile did well there, and when he was afterwards sent 
out to work on a farm, he did well there too. 
Hut at the age of twenty he went to Minneapolis, fell in with 
a gang, and get into bad ways. 
A spell of drinking led to a quar­ 
rel in which he killed a man, under circumstances that resulted in 
his conviction of murder in the first degree. 
If Minnesota had been 
in the business of killing, it would have killed him. 
It was not, so 
he was sentenced to life imprisonment. 
That was nine years a g o . 
No sooner had this young man got squared around in the pen­ 
itentiary and found that hi' could earn money there, than he pro­ 
posed to the warden that he ask the widow of the man he had 
killed whether she would accept his earnings for the support of 
herself and her two children. 
She did accept this offer, and ever 
since, for nine years, this young man has been turning over every 
cent he could spare, a minimum of fifteen dollars a month, for 
this Ane pun>oso. 
Recently the Herald saw a letter written by this young man 
to one who had befriended him. 
In it appears this paragraph: 
I suppose you know that I’m working every day at the 
same trade, machinist ; been on the same job nearly nine 
years, also teach nigh) school, have a class of six men in 
mathematics and grade subjects, also play in the band-orch- 
estra. 
Clarinet in band, drums and xylophone in orchestra. 
I am also a student of harmony, so you see I’m not wasting 
much time, which makes one help to forgot the surround­ 
ings, and of course I get paid for these things, which is an 
incentive by itself as I need it very much, not for myself, but 
I send fifteen dollars per month and more when possible* to t h e 
widow and two children of the victim of my crazy act. 
It is 
the least J can do, and it really makes me feel good to know 
that I am doing everything'a man can lo right a wrong which, 
after all, can’t be undone. 
This is a criminal, a murderer* Technically a verv bad man. 
Those who are proposing to restore capital punishment in Minne­ 
sota would, if they had had their way nine years ago, have per­ 
suaded the state to kill him. 
Killing him wouldn’t have restored 
the life he had taken. 
Killing him would have destroyed this fine 
example of repentance and good will which shows him to be, at 
bottom, not a bad man at all, but only a potentially very good man. 
who, through misfortune went astray— as any of us might have 
gone astray if our childhood had been spent in such dark shadows 
as his was spent. 
The fact is that it would have been a crime to kill that man, 
and that it would be a crime to restore in Minnesota the practice 
of killing human beings bv an act of the state.

THERE are those who want Minnesota to return to the bar­ 
barism of capital punishment. 
They thirst for human blood after 
the divinely repealed law of “an eye for an eye.” We believe that 
the sentiment of the state rejects this proposal, and that the leg­ 
islature will truly reflect this sentiment in defeating the measures 
proposed to that end. 
It may be interesting to cite a single case which will show 
what injustice the application of the death penalty may do. 
There is in the Minnesota penitentiary a young man, less than 
thirty, who is serving a life sentence for pi urrler in the first degree. 
That is the degree for which hanging used to be the punishment. 
If Minnesota had had capital punishment when he was sentenced, 
doubtless he would have been hanged. Let us study his case briefly. 
The young man's mother died when he was nine years old, 
leaving him with a father who was no help to him, being too busy 
with drink. 
The father has since died also. 
Because of this lack 
of proper care, the boy was sent to the reform school at a very 
tender age. 
He did well there, and when he was af terwards sent 
out to work on a farm, he did well there too. 
But at the age of twenty he went to 'Minneapolis, fell in with 
a gang, and got into bad ways. 
A spell of drinking led to a quar­ 
rel in which he killed a man, under circumstances that resulted in 
his conviction of murder in the first degree. 
If Minnesota had been 
in the business of killing, it would have killed him. 
It was not, so 
he was sentenced to life imprisonment. That was nine years ago. 
No sooner had this young man got squared around in the pen­ 
itentiary and found that he could earn money there, than he pro­ 
posed to the warden that he ask the widow of the man he had 
killed whether she would accept his earnings for the support of 
herself and her two children. 
She did accept this offer, and ever 
since, for nine years, this young man has been turning over every 
cent he could spare, a minimum of fifteen dollars a month, for 
this fine purpose. 
Recently the Herald saw a letter written by this young man 
to one who had befriended him. 
In it appears this paragraph: 
I suppose you know that I’m working every day at the 
same trade, machinist ; been on the same job nearly nine 
years, also teach nighl school, have a class of six men in 
mathematics and grade subjects, also play in the band-orch- 
estra. 
Clarinet in band, drums and xylophone in orchestra. 
I am also a student of harmony, so you see I'm not wasting 
much time, which makes one help to forget the surround­ 
ings, and of course I get paid for these things, which is an 
incentive by itself as I need it very much, not for myself, but 
I send fifteen dollars per month and more when possible to the 
widow and two children of the victim of my crazy act. 
It is 
the least I can do, and it really makes me feel good to know 
that I am doing everything a man eau to right a wrong which, 
after all, can’t be undone. 
This is a criminal, a murderer. 
Technically a very had man. 
Those who are proposing to restore capital punishment in Minne­ 
sota would, if they had had their way nine years ago, have per­ 
suaded the state to kill him. 
Killing him wouldn’t have restored 
the life he had taken. 
Killing him would have destroyed this line 
example of repentance and good will which shows him to be, at 
bottom, not a bad man at all, but only a potentially very good man, 
who, through misfortune went astray— as any of us might have 
gone astray if our childhood had been spent in such dark shadows 
as his w as spent. 
The fact is that it would have been a crime to kill that man, 
and that it would be a crime to restore in Minnesota the practice 
of killing human beings by an act of the state.
